Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  mj  Report  on  the  health  of  your  District 
for  1915. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  7,674  acres.  The  population  at  the 
last  census  was  16,673 — but  the  Registrar-General  gives  the  figure 
of  10,207  for  the  estimated  civil  population  for  1915,  the  reduction 
being  due  chiefly  to  the  absence  of  men  on  active  service. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  220  (109  males  and 
104  females),  the  number  in  the  previous  year  was  263,  which 
represents  an  annual  Birth  Rate  of  15*5  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  and  belonging  to  the  district 
was  133,  representing  an  annual  Death  Rate  of  13  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Pulmonary  Consumption  accounted  for  10  deaths,  and 
Cancer  for  16. 


Infantile  lYIortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  was  12, 
which  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  births  gives  a ratio  of  54*5.

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Of  the  civilian  cases  48  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Mjtchett  and  11  were  nursed  at  home.  The  whole  of  the 
military  cases  were  removed  by  the  Military  Authorities  to  their 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Aldershot.  Of  the  civilian  cases  two  proved 
fatal.

Weston  Vale  House. 

The  Well  at  these  premises,  in  respect  of  which  a ciosing  order 
was  made  by  the  Justices  last  year,  was  closed  by  the  Council,  and 
the  cost  recovered  from  the  owner. 


Refuse  from  Camps. 

Proceedings  were  taken  and  an  order  made  by  tbe  Justices  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  existing  on  land  at  Frimley,  the  two 
occupiers  responsible  being  fined  10/-  and  17/6  costs  each. 

Cottage,  Barossa  Lane. 

A closing  order  was  made  in  respect  of  a delapidated  cottage 
in  Barossa  Lane,  belonging  to  the  Crown,  and  the  tenant  ordered 
to  quit  by  the  Justices. 


Gipsies. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  land  occupied  by 
Gipsies  in  Porke’s  Drift  for  breaches  of  the  Byelaws  as  to  Tents, 
Vans,  and  similar  structures.  Defendant  was  convicted  and  a fine 
of  £2  was  imposed  in  respect  of  each  of  two  summonses,  and  the 
defendant  subsequently  removed  the  occupants. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  the  owner  and  occupier 
of  another  piece  of  land  in  Rorke’s  Drift  for  breaches  of  the  Bye- 
laws; in  this  case  the  summonses  were  with  the  consent  of  the 
Council  adjourned  to  enable  defendant  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
works  to  comply  with  the  Byelaws. 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  New  Streets  and 

Buildings. 

During  the  year  New  Byelaws  received  the  preliminary 
approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  will  be  sealed  by 
the  CounciLin  due  course. 

New  Buildings. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  and  Buildings  Committee 
approved  20  plans  which  were  submitted  for  their  consideration. 
They  included  new  buildings,  alterations  and  additions  to  existing 
buildings,  drainage  plans,  &c.  Two  plans  showed  two  cottages  for 
the  working  classes. 

Sewer  Connections. 

The  connection  of  existing  buildings  into  the  Public  Sewer 
have  not  been  so  numerous  as  in  previous  years,  only  seven  cess- 
pools being  abolished  during  the  year. 

Six  new  buildings  have  been  connected  with  the  Public  Sewer. 

Billeting. 

Troops  were  billeted  in  the  district  practically  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  year,  and  altogether  about  6,000  in  the  North  Ward 
and  4,000  in  the  South  Ward  were  accommodated  in  empty  houses 
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and  other  biiilding-s.  Dry  refuse  from  the  premises  was  collected 
by  the  Council’s  carts,  and  many  defects  were  remedied  and  altera- 
tions and  improvements  carried  out  i-especting  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  premises.  Disinfection  of  rooms,  &c.,  apart  from  the 
notification  of  Infectious  Disease  was  also  carried  out  occasionally.
